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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

This is a supplemental restriction requirement based on applicant's preliminary 
amendment filed after election. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 
Furthermore, under PCT Rule 13.2 the requirement of unity of invention referred to in 
PCT Rule 13.1 shall be fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among these 
inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding special technical 
features. The expression "special technical features" shall mean those technical 
features that define a contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as 
a whole, makes over the prior art. 

The special technical feature is drawn to a method of screening for molecules 
comprising identifying molecules that inhibit the expression and/or activity of prominin-1 , 
also referred to as AC133. Majka et al. (Folia Histochem Cytobiol, 2000, 38(2), pp. 53- 
63) teach the identification of an antibody and an antisense oligonucleotide that are 
specific for AC1 33 and inhibit the expression of AC1 33. Therefore, the special technical 
feature is not a contribution over the prior art. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
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Although applicant has elected group VIII, drawn to a method of identifying 
molecules that comprise a region that specifically binds to prominin-1 , applicant has 
amended claim 3 to delete "a method to identify molecules that comprise a region that 
specifically binds to prominin 1". Claim 3 now depends from claim 6, which is drawn to 
a method of screening for molecules that inhibit the expression and/or activity of 
prominin-1.

II. Claim 1 1 , drawn to a molecule identified by screening for molecules that 
inhibit the expression and/or activity of prominin-1.
